The Way M anufacturers Conceal Da- 
facts In the Casting. 
It might very naturally have been 
thought that if there was one trade 
which could bo said to lie free from 
trickery uud faking it was that of steel 
manufacture. The mere fact that steel 
is synonymous with strength would 
seem tcr bear out this view. 
And yet 
methods are sometimes adopted in the 
Risking of steel which once agniu Illus­ 
trate the saying that there are tricks 
In every trade. 
At the same time it must tie admit­ 
ted that some of these tricks w’hen car­ 
ried out do nok taeoessar'Jy mean a 
lessening in the 'soundness and quality 
of the material. For instance, it some­ 
times happens that in casting a piece 
of steel what is known as a “blow­ 
hole" occurs. Often this is not noticed 
until Hie steel has been cut and trim­ 
med for the required purpose. In such 
! case the hole is usually “tapped” and 
I well fitting screw Inserted, the head 
of the latter being filed off so closely 
to the metal that it needs an expert 
eye to detect any unusual feature. 
This is a trick w hich makes no differ- 
once In the strength of the metal and 
consequently Is quite harmless. 
Sometime*, however, a crack ap­ 
pears in a piece of metal which it is 
Impossible to remedy by the usual ex­ 
pedients of hammering and rolling. 
The careful manufacturer will put the 
piece on oue side and make a fresh 
ca*ting, for if ouch a piece of metal 
were used as a ocank shaft for In­ 
stance, it might split at a time of extra 
mntn In d io jato* untold dk&stsn 


On the other hand* the manufactur­ 
er may decide that be cannot afford to 
throw tbe faulty casting on oue side, 
and ih order to co^er the defect it i9 
put in the open air to rust. The weath­ 
er will most likely* be fouid to have 
filled the crack b f the tim? the cast­ 
ing is required. ai>d no one >uts!de tbe 
foundry will have known ol its exist­ 
ence until perhaps it causes z vessel to 
become disabled 
ATMI as it is almost 
imposable to fell afterward how tbe 
crack originated, the raake^ Is quite 
secure from blame. 
, 
One of the most sensational fsandals 
which have agitated the engineering 
world for acme years past piffle to 
light not long ago in connection with 
the building of a great battleship, 
After a trial trip she wns fouled to ba
